State Cancer 
Clinics Aiding 
1,500 Patients 


Thousands of cancer patients 
| who could not otherwise obtain 


adequate treatment are cared for 
| through the state-aid program, Dr. 
| W. J. Murphy, director, cancer 
‘control service, said here yester- 
‘day. 
| At the present time, approxi- 
mately 1,500 are under observa- 
tion by the state-aid clinics. This 
represents approximately 20 per 
‘cent of the estimated number of 
‘living cancer cases in Georgia, Dr. 
Murphy said. 

The state-aid program, in con- 
junction with the educational ef- 
forts of the field army, also is 
bringing patients to the clinics 
earlier in the course of the disease, 


FEWER INCURABLES 

When the program began here, 
more than 50 per cent of the can- 
cer patients (excluding skin can- 
cer) were hopelessly incurable by 
the time they reported for treat- 
ment, officials said. 

In the past two years, however, 
the percentage of the incurables 
among white patients has been 
reduced almost 50 per cent. No 
such reduction has been observed 
among Negro patients, indicating 
that education efforts in that 
group should be intensified, Dr. 
Murphy reported. :

mas greeting messages by cable 
or radio to and from service per- 
sonnel] overseas between mid- 
night December 5 and midnight 
Christmas Day. 

The embargo applies both to 
standard prepared expeditionary 
force messages and greeting mes- 
sages of the sender’s own compo- 
sition. 

The announcement said the ac- 
tion was necessary because the 
volume of Christmas messages 
would overburden transmission 
facilities and delay essential mes- 
sages.

Barriers Spur 
World Fight 


Ralph McGill Heads 
Committee Drafting 
Editorial Campaign 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—(4)— 
The American Society of Newspa- 
per Editors today was pledged 
to “campaign until freedom § ot 


information becomes a living real- 


ity everywhere in the world.” 

To discuss these purposes and 
spread word of them abroad Pres. 
John S. Knight, of the Knight 
newspapers, was authorized to, 
name a committee to visit various 
world capitals. 

Through its board of directors 
in session here, the ASNE went 
on record for “the removal of all 
political, economic and military 
barriers to the freedom of world 
information,” after the war. Such 
freedom everywhere, this. pro- 
nouncement of policy said, is vital 
to enduring peace 

The policy declaration invited 
reciprocal statements by the Unit- 
ed States government and all other 
governments, press, radio and 
other media of information, em- 
bracing “the right of the people 
tc read and hear news without 
hindrance.” 

Before adjourning, the board ap- 
proved a resolution calling for a 
contmittee to go overseas at its 
early convenience to confer with 
appropriate authorities, and news 
service and newspaper and radio 
executives. 

The ASNE statement was’ pre- 
pared by the committee on free- 
dom of information headed by 
Ralph McGill, editor of The Atlan- 
ta Constitution, chairman. 

It was urged specifically that 
both administrative and legislative 
branches of the American govern- 
ment, and’ other organizations in 
this country and abroad, join the 
ASNE in a program to further 
freedom of information. It said 
this program should encompass 
these four goals:

An administration spokesman has an- 
nounced proposals for the much-discussed 
overhauling of the nation’s social security 
program. 


Recommendations to the new congress 
will include: 

‘l. Extension of old-age and survivor 
insurance to agricultural workers, domes- 
tics, employes of non-profit organizations, 
and the self-employed. 

2. Partial compensation for loss of 
earnings due to sickness! and disability. 

3. Federal—rather than state—admin- 
istration of unemployment insurance. 

4. A federal system of medical and hos- 
pitalization insurance. 


Only on one of the four points—the 
first—does general congressional agree- 
ment seem likely. Bath party platforms 
categorically approved the extension of 
social security benefits, to farmers, domes- 
tic servants and the self-employed. 


The other three proposals quite defi- 
nitely fall into the realin of the highly con- 
troversial. They are matters of far-reach- 
ing import and significance and the gen- 
eral public will do well to give con- 
scientious consideration to the matter be- 
tween now and the fir§t of the year.

Give you an example? I will, When Al Smith was running for, 
president all the bigots ganged up on him and hounded him. Henry 
Wallace was a member of a Protestant church, as had been his 
ancestors, but he took it as an affront ‘that this church did not 
denounce the campaign against Al Smith as unChristian, As a 
matter of fact, this church was not running with the hounds. Wal- 
lace was upset because the church didn’t speak out. So he left it 
and went over to the Episcopalians who had looked down their 
noses at the dirty hue and cry raised against Al Smith bgcause he 
chose to worship God and follow the Nazarane as a Catholic. May- 
be this proves the steel doesn’t bend after all. I am not sure. All 
I know is that Henry Wallace is entirely honest and entirely un- 
able to understand why this is, at times, upsetting.

All this is a sort of preamble to some 
Secretary of State 4,10 writing in Washington today to 
the effect that the President has again turned down Henry Wallace 
and has rebuked the leftists Hillman and Murray and so on. 


This is so childish and so downright stupid that I do not see 
how -it is possible to write it or print it as a serious newspaper 
story. 


Henry Wallace didn’t want to be secretary of state. We have 
a war to win and a peace to make and Henry Wallace knew that 
any selection of him would cause the eccentrics in congress to ex- 
plode. He also knew that Edward R. Stettinius Jr. was experienced . 
and also had the confidence of the Russians, English, Chinese and 
others. Including congress and the Scandinavians, 


Henry Wallace is entirely happy about the selection of Stet- 
tinius and was among the first to approve the appointment. 


This may be as good a time as any to tell the 
No Betrayal real story of the Chicago convention at which, 
so the story runs, Wallace was double-crossed by the President. 
This charge is based on the so-called “weak letter” which the 
President sent to the convention saying that if he were a delegate 
he would vote for Henry Wallace. 


The truth of the matter—and a truth I have known since the 
letter was written—is that Wallace himself practically dictated 
the letter. He refused a stronger letter and he refused to allow the 
President to make a stronger effort in his behalf. He knew what 
the politics were and so he insisted that he go before the conven- 


tion with whatever political strength he had plus a letter from the 
President saying he would vote for Wallace if he were a delegate. 
That was the Wallace position and it was his by insistence. 


As it turned out he had almost enough to win because when he 
stood before the convention and had his say his integrity and his 
rugged honesty stood out so strongly that even those who opposed 
him most and who disagreed with him entirely, were won over to 
open and honest admiration. 


I do not mean to say that Henry Wallace was treated entirely 
on the up and up at the convention. There were powerful forces 
aligned against him-and they were effective. But the cold facts 
are that Franklin D. Roosevelt did not in any way double-cross 
Henry Wallace. And Henry Wallace knows it. He was knifed 
but the stilleto work was done through the medium of a fast trick 
which could not be circumvented. 


Neither Jimmy Byrnes nor Henry Wallace has been betrayed 
or double-crossed and all the stupid comment on it in the discus- 
sions of the Stettinius appointment inspired me to write this piece 
which I have been laying off to write, so to speak, for some time.

You can neither like nor love anyone. In short, if you would 
be an honest isolationist you must be a hermit, living alone and 
subsisting upon the product of the wild.

_A Grand Old Man 
Leaves the Cabinet 


+ WASHINGTON.—Secretary of State Hull, the 

Bi... grand old man of the cabinet, has been forced te 
ae retire after almost 12 years of continuous service. 
President Roosevelt had hoped to keep him on indefinitely, or 

at least until the peace negotiations are completed. But Mr. Hull’s 
doctors ruled otherwise. It was necessary to prolonging his life that 
he give up the arduous duties as the No. 1 cabinet officer, and so . 
the President, reluctantly, has consented to his retirement. 


The sober influence of the venerable Tennessean will be missed 
in the councils of government. For more than a decade he has sat 
as a pillar of strength in the Roosevelt cabinet, untouched by the 
re that has been raised against the heads of many of his 
associates, 


Before that he had been a party wheelhorse in congress for many 
years, serving in both the house and the senate. 


Mr. Hull leaves the cabinet with a distinction for honesty and 
integrity seldom equaled by any public man. His word at all times 
could be completely relied upon. There was about him none of the 
duplicity and evasiveness that characterizes the Old World school 
of diplomacy. His methods were always forthright. 


Newspapermen, whose training qualifies them as excellent judges 
of human nature, have always accorded Mr. Hull top honors for 
honesty. Any number of stories could be told to illustrate the 


point. One or. two will suffice. 

There was the time, for example, when 
A Story or Two some important .European diplomat went 
out, after a lengthy conference with the State Department head, 
and announced the purpose of his call. It involved some touchy 
problem that best should have been kept out of the newspapers. 


Those members of the press assigned to the department rushed 
to Mr. Hull for confirmation, somewhat surprised that an announce- 
ment of the kind should have come from foreign sources. They 
wanted to know if the developments were true. 


Mr. Hull, taken aback ‘by the information, responded charac- 
teristically: “True?” he repeated the question. “Why, of course 
it’s true, but that blankety-blank ... had no business telling it.” 


On another occasion a group of newspapermen approached the 
secretary similarly to confirm a statement made by the then Ger- 
man ambassador after a conference with him. 


“To tell you the truth, boys,” the secretary said, “I don’t know. 
I never can understand a damn word that fellow says to me.” The 
latter referred to the German’s thick accent. 


That typified Mr. Hull’s dealings not only with the press, but 
with congress and the diplomatic corps as well. He had a habit of 
speaking his mind freely without any attempt at concealment. 


In Moscow he made a great hit with Marshal Stalin by his 
frankness. The two of them came to be close cronies from the start. 


When Hull first arrived in Moscow, the American ambassador 
asked if he wanted a request put in for a meeting with Stalin. 
“No,” replied Hull, “he knows I’m here, and if he wants to see 
me he’ll send for me.” Stalin, of course, did exactly that. 

No Stickler coma never has been a stickler for 

For years there has been a’saying in Washington that Secretary 
Hull was the one cabinet officer who could not be c by 
other government officials. More than one high-ranking official 
of the State De ent learned this to his sorrow. The first official 


head to fly in the face of his wrath was former Assistant 
of State Ray Moley. Undersecretary Sumner Welles was another. 


Both were forced out after becoming involved in a dispute over 
policy with Mr. Hull. And in each case the President took respon- 
sibility for the action. 


As between New Deal and conservative elements of the party, 
Mr. Hull has never been identified with either. He has been more 
of a middle-of-the-roader, admired and respected by both groups,

A Danger. Which 


Must 


Be Faced Now 


WASHINGTON.—The British Empire is get- 


ting shiny at the seams. 
Or, as Harold Butler, British minister in charge 


of information here, put it in his British way: 


“When I was last in England the men looked very shabby. 


I 


noticed that the clothes of my friends were shiny in the vital spots. 
The women still looked very well dressed, considering everything. I 
wondered why. When i inquired I found that the men were supply- 


ing their ration 
their lady friends. 

He was commenting, with an oc- 
casional and characteristic cheer- 
ful touch, on the British white 
paper just issued. It showed for 


the first time, in ghastly statistics, 
the tragic and staggering effects 
of the war on England, the terrific 
sacrifices of her people, the loss 
of life, the devastation of her fi- 
nancial and physical resources, in- 
cluding the shattering cf her life- 
line, her commercial flect. By the 
end of last year she had lost 11,- 
500,00 tons of shipping, two-thirds 
of what she owned at the start of 
the war. 

The issuance of this revealing 

coupled with some other 
recent developments, marks the 
beginning of another stage of the 
war, looking toward its aftermath. 
This is still further co-operation 
of a practical sort to bolster up 
the British empire, our ally, in an 
economic way. The white paper 
lays the story of the empire’s con- 
dition, of the cost of the war 
which is also our war, before the 
American people as a preliminary. 

At the recent International 
Business conference at Rye, N. Y., 
the talk was of an $8,000,000,000 
loan’ to the British. There has 
been a rumor of some sort of 
grant-in-aid. Lord Keynes, ad- 
visor to the British treasury, is 
over here now, his mission report- 
ed to deal with lend-lease “and 
other matters.” 

Mr. Butler said he did not know 
anything about these things, as 
they were not in his line. 

To a blunt question at a press 
conference about whether the 
British empire was “broke,” as 
had been re , he replied with 
a smile that he did not think this 
was so, even though the statistics 
in the white paper pointed plain- 
ly to her precarious position. 
Among many other things, for in- 
stance, it showed that she has sold 
a total of $4,260,000,000 in over- 


coupons to the female members of the family—or 


seas assets since the European war 
began in September, 1939, and has 
incurred $9,200,000,000 in debts 
abroad during the war. 


As a prelude to further moves 
to bolster up the British economy, 
Mr. Roosevelt paid high tribute 
to England's help, showing how 
it had assisted in moving our 
troops to Europe, in supplying 
them there, and also how England 
had furnished supplies through 
Australia and other empire units. 
Without it, he pointed out, we 
could not have accomplished what 
we have, 


In the same report, the Presi- 
dent said that lend-lease should 
stop with the end of the war, but 
that the Allied partnership must 
go farward, which suggests that 
other means of financial assist- 
ance to Great Britain are to be 
provided. 


Two tendencies undoubtedly 
will appear as plans are laid for 
direct financial assistance to 
Great Britain, and they must be 
guarded against. 


In this. country, there. will arise 
talk of “British propaganda,” 
which will feed on latent isolation- 
ism and memories of what hap- 
pened after the last war. And, 
in England, in some quarters, 
there will be the “old school tie” 
Tory insistence on empire busi- 
ness as usual, and talk of how 
England saved us and won the 
war and how she owes us nothing. 
There was some inkling of that 
attitude among big business Eng- 
lishmen at the Rye conference, it 


is reported. But it certainly is not. 


representative of the English peo- 
ple, just as the loose talk here 
will not be representative of the 
American people. 

This danger might as well be 
faced at the outset. 

The approach must be that of 
two friends talking business real- 
istically, conscious of what each 
owes the other.

Looking at the 
to look at it—there is not much to 
as well say it. 


The first question before the 
house is, how did sugar cane grind- 
ings come to be a hallowed south- 
ern festival, celebrated in song 
and literature, and are they worth 
the effort? 


Now obviously the object of 
these grindings is to obtain syrup; 
and southerners are said to be no- 
toriously lazy. Yet, they work for 
months and go tO any amount of 
trouble for a few quarts of sweet- 
enin’ that could be obtained in a. 
can at the grocer’s. 


Northerners, who have the repu- 
tation of being energetic, never: 
theless get theirs with much less 
expenditure of labor. They cut a 
hole in a tree, put a bucket under 
the hole and wait for the juice to 
drip. They don’t even plant the 
trees, much less grind them up; 
and it stands to reason that you 
can get a good deal more juice 
from a whole tree than you can 
from a mere reed or stalk. 


But consider the work that 
southern farmers put in: First, a 
man has to buy practically a for- 
est of cane to get his start; then 
the family mule is dragged forth 
to plough the ground in which 
the stalks are to be interred— 
lengthwise—and that requires 
much more space and more plough- 
ing than if the stalks were planted 
upright, as Nature intended, And 
after interment they are covered 
over with earth while the farmer 
speaks a few, heart-felt words as 
the sun sets over thé hill, and the 
mule bitterly thinks of the mor- 
row. 


Come fall, and the grower goes 
out to look at his cane crop. If the 
rains have been plentiful, he has 
a thicket of softly waving green 
stalks; but rains are rarely plenti- 
ful and he is more than likely to 
find a copse (note to the type- 
setters: the word is copse, not 
corpse) of withered reeds. What 
to do? 


He thereupon goes over to his 
neighbor’s and suggests that they 
make their-syrup together this 
year, since the neighbor has the 
proper equipment and better cane, 
but no mule. 


It’s a deal, and for days our 
farmer chops stalks, cuts the tops 
off, shucks them and hauls them 
over to the neighbor’s cane mill. 
The mule, worn out by the haul- 
ing, has no better sense than to 
allow himself to be hitched to the 
end of a long pine-tree pole that 
is attached at the other end to a 
stationary machine. Naturally, it 
doesn’t go anywhere, and the mule 


and the pole go around like a' 


carousel but without any gaiety or 
music, So, at this point the giddy 
mule stages a sit-down strike un- 
til his master agrees to pay him 
time and a half for overtime plus 
20 per cent tax after expenses 
have been deducted.

- Experts J ubilant Over Showing of B-29's 


WASHINGTON e— The official 
signal is out not to expect too 
much too soon from the bombing 
of Tokyo by B-29 Superfortresses, 
but there is no concealing the ela- 
tion by experts over the initial 
performances and their augury for 
the future, 


Two raids by the “Supers” with- 
in four days is no more than warm- 
ing-up practice for a routine of 
such blows from which Tokyo will 
have no rest until Japan surren- 
ders. Tokyo is getting a taste in 
quality of what all industrial cen- 
ters in Japan will receive in in- 
creasing quantity. 


This long-range bomber, which 
has proved its ability in the 3,000- 
mile flights from Saipan in the 
Marianas islands to Tokyo and re- 
turn, will save tens of thousands 
of our soldiers’ lives by relieving 
us of the necessity.of landing a 
huge army in China, though some 
landings there must be, Its lat- 
est feat clinches the wisdom of 


,our island-hopping plan. 


Once Japan realized the power 
and range of the B-29 she had to 
recast and reorganize her defen- 
sive strategy. Originally this was 


based on full bomb loads by land- 4 ’ 
based planes having a range of|} 


not more than 500 miles, which 
put the Marianas out of the reck- 
oning should we be able to cap- 
ture them.

Apple Dumplings 
The Way Mother 
Makes Them 


By SALLY SAVER. 


A little time spent in baking, if 
that baking produces a memory: 
making apple a Yr pays 
large dividends. How? One moth- 
er reports a letter from her sol- 
dier son to this effect: “The chow 
is swell, but the mess sergeant’s 
dumplings aren‘t like yours, 
Mom.” 


These are busy days—days fill- 
ed with work, a thousand smal! 
dissatisfactions, anxiety, uncer- 
tainty. But homes still can be 
havens where burdens are drop- 
ped for a moment, and life still 
found to be good. Old-fashioned 
dishes such as apple dumplings, 
for example, go far toward creat- 
ing this needed sense of comfort 
and security. To make them: 

The dumpling: 

2-3 cup shortening 

2 cups sifted flour 

1-2 teaspoon salt 

2 to 4 tablespoons cold water 


Sift flour, measure and. sift 
again with salt. Cut shortening 
into dry ingredients until mixture 
is about the consistency of coarse 
cornmeal. Add water gradually, 
blending with a fork until the mix- 
ture hold together. Turn out of 
lightly floured board, and knead 
gently twice. Roll out into a rec- 
angle board about 1-4 inch thick. 
Cut into six squares. 

Apple filling: 

6 medium tart applies 

1-2 cup firmly packed brown 
sugar 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

2 tablespoons butter or marga- 
rine. 

1-2 cup raisins (optional) 

Pare and core apples. Place one 
in center of each pastry square.

CHALLENGE TO PARENTS 

Most of the men who undergo 
these mental breakdowns in the 
military service, are a direct in- 
dictment of the parental training 
that the boys had at home. 

Their parents didn’t properly 
rear them so they would be self- 
reliant, popular fellows. 

They were kept away from nor- 
mal boyish contacts, or tied te 
doting mamma’s apron strings, or 
reared with a sense of snobbish- 
ness. 

Sheltered and overly protected, 
or excused from many of the rig- 
orous chores around the house 
that should have been their lot, 
these boys are physically and 
mentally adults, but emotionally 
and socially they are immature 
and weaklings. 

Have you fathers taught your 
children how to swim and skate 
and play ball? Are you their pal? 
Or do you ignore them except 
when you want to bawl them 
out? 

Our children are with us only 
a few years, so we must take ad- 
vantage of our opportunities while 
we have the chance.

Urging a tightening of the law 
on beer sales in te, pg State 
Revenue Commissioner Eugene 
Cook has proposed three meas- 
ures which he s the next gen- 
eral assembly will approve to cor- 
rect existing “defécts.” 

He suggests provisions for: 

1. Seizure and sale of beer 
which does not bear evidence of 
Georgia tax having been paid to 
or through the revenue commis- 
sioner’s office. At present, the law 
provides the revenue department 
may seize tax-unpaid beer, but 
cannot sell it as contraband, 

2. Seizure and sale “at public 
outcry” of vehicles used. for the 
purpose of transporting tax-unpaid

3. No license to be issued by the 
revenue department to permit any 
law enforcement officer—federal, 
state or local—‘to engage in or 
derive profit from ... a business 
coming within the provisions of 
the Revenue Tax Act to Legalize 
and Control Malt Beverages, or 
any amendment thereof.”
